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Churchill repeated Wednesday Brit- 
ain's promise of dominion status fo 
Imperial India after the war and an 
nounced that his ranking aide Sir 
Stafford Cripps would go to India, 
as representative to seek assurance 
that a precise plan, already drafted 
by London, would gain Indian ac- 
ceptance. 


The promise of the Indian self-gov- 


ernment within the British common- 
wealth of nations after the war was 
first made in August 1940, and so far 
has failed to satisfy the Indian nation- 
alists. But Prime Minister Churchill 
in a long-awaited statement to the 
House of Commons disclosed that the 
government in order "to close these 
general declarations 
with 
precision 


and to convince all classes, races anc 
creeds in India of our sincere resolve' 
had gone a step forward and agreec 
to a detail plan. 


He did not, however, disclose the 


exact, nature of the concession by 
which his government hoped to win 
the loyalty of India's 350 millions for 
defense of the rich continent, now 
threatened by the Japanese advanci 
in Burma and to the Indian ocean. 


Sir Stafford will also confer with 


General Sir Archibald Wavell, the 
British command in India, on military 
situation. 


Sir Stafford, a member of the war 


cabinet, had volunteered for the task, 
Churchill added and goes with "the 
full confidence of the government."

He returned to England 
after the Red Army had hurled back 
the invader. He came back as a pro- 
phet with honor. 


He is the man of today in England. 


And somehow to the British peo- 
ple—and to other peoples—his home- 
ly face is a shining symbol of better 
days to come.

Japs Say U.S. 
Cruiser Sunk 


Assert S. S Marble- 
head Goes Down 
in Indian Ocean 


.TOKYO—(/P)—Impqrial headquart- 


ers declared Wednesday that a Jap- 
anese cruiser squadron operating in 
the Indian ocean west of Australia had 
sunk the U. S. Cruiser Marblehead. 


The sinking occurred March 2, the 


report said. 


A Japanese destroyer, the announce- 


ment added, sank the Dutch mino- 
.swecper Jan 
van Mastel between 


Bali and Java on March 9. 


On March 7, it said, Japanese naval 


units shelled Christinas Island, a Brit- 
ish possession in the Indian ocean 
south of Java, causing heavy damage 
to military installations. 


The 7.050-ton Marblehead was the 


third United Stales cruiser claimed 
by the Japanese as sunk during the 
battle of Java without any coopera- 
tion from any other sources. 


(The others were the Augusta and 


Houston ,both of the 9050-ton class 
and it was possible thai with all three 
tlie Japanese were issuing the claims 
either for their propaganda effect or 
in an effort to extract denials which 
might betray the disposition of the

Threaten Principle 
of Private Owner- 
ship, Says Short 


The following statement has been 


given The Star by R. E. Short as 
president of the Arkansas Farm Bu- 
reau Federation: 


"While we recognize the need of re- 


lief 
assistance 
to worthy 
farmers, 


under certain conditions, we believe 
the basic economic problems of all 
farmers are mutual and that the fund- 
amental solution to them is a fail- 
price for their products and a fail- 
income return on their time, labor, 
and investment. This has been the 
principal objective of the national 
farm program which the Farm Bu- 
reau has sponsored. In the last two 
years much progress has been made 
toward the attainment of this ob- 
jective and this program has brought 
more benefits to farmers, low-income 
or otherwise, than has the Farm 
Security Administration or any other 
operations carried on by the federal 
government. Yet, there is nothing in 
the record thai identifies the Farm 
Security Administration as a champion 
of the parity principle or that its 
administrative officers attach any sign- 
ificance to it in their paproach to the 
solution to the over-all farm problem. 


"Efficient, economical administra- 


tion is desirable at all times, but 
is an absolute necessity now when 
we are engaged in an all-out effort 
to win the war. Farmers are in favor 
of the strictest economy and efficiency 
in the administration of all agricul- 
tural programs and recognize that 
it is absolutely imperative that we 
eliminate all unnecessary expenditures 
and all duplication and overlapping 
in the national farm program. The 
time has arrived when we must have 
coordination and when we must con- 
serve our resources and our manpower 
to help win Die war. The readjust- 
ments necessary can be made now 
with the least amount of hardship 
to any individuals and with the max- 
imum effort to agriculture's war ef- 
fort.

Overhead Cited 
"There is a crying need to reduce 


the overhead and administrative ex- 
penses for carrying on all of these 
activities. For example, in 1940 the 
Farm Security Administration employ- 
ed a total of nearly 16,000 permanent 
employes and expended almost ?36,- 
000,000 for administration (in 1941— 
?47, 000,000) to serve a small percent- 
age of farmers. In the same year it 
employed almost 14,000 persons and 
expended over $30,000,000 to adminis- 
ter its rural rehabilitation program 
alone, through which 299,000 loans 
were made in that year and a total 
of 737,207 loans were outstanding on 
January 1, 1941. On the other hand 
the emergencmy crop and feed loan 
program under the Farm 
Adminis- 


tration during the same year re- 
quired only 1,459 employees and a 
total administrative cost of $3,505,966 
to service 1,351,212 loans outstand- 
ing and to make 160,848 new loans

ditions probably ate as proittlsmg as 
they evet have been for producing 
more beets than ever before. 


As worst, sugarrrtert expect the crop 


to exceed the 1.600,000 tons of sugar, 
raw value, grown in 1941. But, adding 
up all favorable conditions, they con- 
fidently predict 25 per cent more sugar 
than this may be produced, around 
2,000,000 tons for an 
all-American 


record. 


This sugar will be processed late 


this year. Coming from factories at 
the rate of approvimately 400,000 bags 
a day, some of it might be used to 
ease any critical condition arising 
late in 1942. Normally the bulk of the 
crop, however, wouldn't reach market 
until early 1943. 


The American farmer, for the first 


time, has become the most important 
single source of supply for American 
sugar consumers and all restrictions 
on the size of the crop have been re- 
moved. 


The 1942 price has been estimated at 


from $9 to ?9.50 a ton, depending up- 
on sugar prices after harvest. 
The 


average price of beets in recent years 
has been from 56.75 to ?7 a ton. 


The beet industry is composed of 


100,000 farmers living in 19 states, 
mostly western 
and 
mid-western. 


There are 85 sugar processing fac- 
tories. 


Factories that govern overnight in- 


creases in planting are these: 


1. Labor. Beet sugar leaders say 


1942 
pre-season surveys 
indicated 


labor is available—unless it migrates 
to other fields. 


2. Water. Maximum beet crops re- 


quire an area -which has at least 27 
inches of rainfall and a supplemental 
irrigation supply. Irrigation storage 
generally is above normal. 


3. Seed. 
America 
now is inde- 


pendent of foreign seed supplies. 


4. Land. 
Sufficient land, irrigated 


and otherwise, is available near fac- 
tories to expand production, experts 
estimate. 


5. Factory capacity. No new factor- 


ies are planned but the production 
capacity may be increased simply by 
extending the length of the operating 
season. 


6. Weather. Sunshine and moisture 


are vital.

Aussies Make 
Vast Strides 


One Time 'Terra- 
Incognita' Is 
Big-Time Now

Thirty-three years ago Australia's 


national capital of Canberra was ; 
sheep run in the foothills of the Aus- 
tralian Alps. Progress in the lane 
down under came late, but in many 
ways surpassed the meteoric accom- 
plishments of .the United States when 
is came. 


At the outset, Australia adopted a 


'white Australia" immigration policy 
'or economic reasons, excluded color- 
ed people from permanent residence 
As a result, 86.3 per cent of the popu- 
lation is native born, 10.7 per cen 
is native to the British Isles. 


Australian fighting men are tall anc 


strong, used to the open. Volun- 
teers numbering 330,000 fought in the 
ivar of 1914-18, and only 4,000 escaped 
Deing casualties of one kind or an- 
other. They fought, too, in the Boer 
war, now, for the first time, are fight- 
ing in defense of their homeland. 


The 
same 'geographical 
features 


which, retarded the development of 
Australia—a 
solid, 
kidney-shaped 


mass of land about 2,400 miles long 
—may retard the Jap war machine. 
Australians resent the Japanese "liv- 
ing space" propaganda and say there 
,s good reason why only 5,000 peoplb 
;ive 
in more than a million square 


miles of country. 


Maps of thecontinent show lakes 


which are nearly always dry, rivers 
ihat lose themselves in sand. Only 
water available over 950,000 square 
miles is from artesian wells. As a re- 
sult, the important cities are on the 
east and southeast coasts. 


Ftolemy of Alexandria designated 


Australia as "Terra Incognita" in a 
world map during the second century 
after Christ. Arab, Chinese and Ma- 
lay traders knew of the continent. Six- 
teenth century Spaniards and Portu- 
guese skirted it, seventeenth century 
Dutc havoided it and its "wretched" 
inhabitants. 


But in 1769 Captain James Cook de- 


liberately sailed for Australia, bent 
on exploration, and sighted first the 
portion now Victoria. He skirted the 
coast eventually to land, April 29, 1770.' 


Cook's report was forgotten until 


1778 
when England needed u new 


penal colony, its outlets for criminals 
in the States having been cut off. The 
first fleet of 11 ships carried 1,500 per- 
sons, including 800 convicts, and was 
at sea fo reight months. 


Some of Australia's most substantial 


families unashamedly trace their an- 
cestry to these pioneering convicts. 
But it was discovery of gold in 1851 
that really put Australia on the map. 
By 1860 the population was 1,145,585, 
and it has grown steadily at the rate 
of a million or more every 20 years. 


Reaction of many persons in the 


United States to Australians—particu- 
larly air cadets here for training—is 
that "they are more American than 
British." 


Australians have borrowed Ameri- 


can slang, invented much of their own 
such as "Dinkum oil," which means 
the straight dope. We have borrowed 
the Australian ballot, but not to the 
extreme it is used in Australia, where 
people who do not vote are fined. 


The continent's courts have been 


making industrial and wage judg- 
ments for nearly 40 years, well in ad- 
vance of our own labor legislation. 
Australia has more than 900,000 trade 
unionists, possibly the world's high- 
est percentage of unionization. 


Bushmen of Australia are not blacks, 


the popular misconception. The ab- 
origines of the continent, regarded by 
some anthropologists as the surviving 
common ancestry-type of all the world 
races, now live on reservations in the 
north and west, number only 52,000.

The continent 
lias sonic 7,000,000 people, and every 
single one, in the words of the labor 
minister, "is being directed into the 
right job." 


Before Munich the country's in- 


dustry operated largely for its own 
needs and little else. Mountains of 
iron ore lying close to beds of coal 
and coke had scarcely been tapped. 
Bauxite and copper deposits were 
known to be present—that was about 
all. 


Then came the war and the amazing 


transformation. 


From four small firms making ma- 


chine tools sprang 130 plants capable 
of turning out the machines that 
make machines. A half-dozen "sec- 
ret" cities bobbed up in the hinter- 
land, spread over whole townships 
with hundreds of miles of new rail- 
roads and armsproducing machinery. 


New steel mills, aircraft factories 


and shipyards blossomed. The entire 
continent, in the span of two years or 
so, geared itself to almost unbelievable 
war production.

Two years ago it depended on the 
United States for machine tools, mo- 
tors and parts; this year 3,000 all- 
Australian combat planes will roll 
off assembly lines, among them 
new-type bomber.

Munitions Output Soars 
Basic cheapness of iron and steel. 


all of it produced under one corporate 
structure, enabled the country's mu- 
nitions industry to mushroom swiftly. 
At the end of 1941, manufacturers 
poured out ammunition for every type 
of gun produced in Australia. Four 
new explosive factories wree built 
from scratch, each at a cost of more 
than $15,000,000. 


Construction of nearly every im- 


portant weapon was undertaken and 
in at least one case, that of the two- 
pounder anti-tank gun, production 
topped United States' figures.
